KINO MATAAFA. 
dared that Malietoa I should be recog­ 
nized by the three powers as king, 
“ with a view to the prompt restoration 
of peace and good order in said islands 
and in view’ of the difficulties which 
would surround an election in the pres­ 
ent disordered condition of their gov­ 
ernment, ” but it was expressly stipu­ 
lated that “ his successors shall be duly 
elected according to the law s and cus­ 
toms of Sam oa.” 
It becomes a ques­ 
tion, therefore, whether Bism arck’s ob­ 
jection to Mataafa, perfectly natural 
when the alleged ill treatm ent of the 
defeated Germans was fresh and when 
the three powers wTere to select the first 
sovereign, was m eant to apply for all 
time, especially as the objection pre­ 
sented in debate did not appear in the 
agreement tnat M alietoa’s successor 
should be chosen according to Samoan 
customs and laws. 
Another point to note is that after 
the death of Malietoa, last August, and 
before the election, Mataafa was brought 
back from the exile to which he had ' 
been condemned by the three powers, 
and brought back, too, with the ap­ 
proval of G erm any’8 official representa­ 
tives in the islands and on a German 
ship. 
If that did not look like a condo­ 
nation of the offences which Germany 
charged him w ith ten years ago, her be­ 
lief in his eligibility to the throne was 
certainly indicated when her represent­ 
atives openly supported his candidacy. 
The queer feature of the controversy, 
in short, is that while the supreme 
court was basing its decision against 
Mataafa on a German objection to him 
expressed in 188©, to which the United 
States and Great Britain then deferred, 
the official representative of Germany 
at Apia was proceeding on the ground 
that his government did not oppose him 
in 1898, but would regard him as the 
law fully elected king. 
It seems to us, however, that this 
very fact suggests a possible solution of 
the difficulty. 
If Germany never in ­ 
tended the permanent ineligibility of 
Mataafa, the other two powers, which 
recognized it in 1889 out of courtesy to 
her. may not insist upon it now. 
Of 
course the misconduct charged against 
Consul Rose and Dr. Raffel, in inciting 
the natives to violence and insulting the 
supreme court, must be investigated, 
and. if proved, properly punished. The 
British and American consuls respected 
the decision of Chief Justice Ide, per­ 
haps desiring that the point made by 
him should be referred to the three 
powers. But it is possible that the pow­ 
ers may decide to concede the eligibility 
of Mataafa, who is now ruler de facto, 
and who is more popular than his rival, 
the young son of the late king.—New 
York Snn

My first glimpse of Admiral Ibwev 
was caught when, toward the close of 
last July, I readied Manila.

to meet me iii bis lama Ii as soon as w e 
entered the bay and took me aboard th** 
Olympia, where we had a very pleasant 
lunch while making acquaintance. 
I 
found him a very genial, likable man, 
quiet, modest, shrewd observant, alert 
and tactful. 
He had completely won 
the hearts of the foreigners of Manila. 
I entered Manila bay at the same 
time in the morning as Dewey entered 
it, and as I saw the channel lying in 
the first glance of the morning sun I 
could well appreciate the superlative 
boldness of the dash which he made 
over a channel which was supposed to 
have been mined and ought to have 
been mined to attack a fleet which on 
paper at least was as strong as his own 
and which lay under the guns of strong 
forts. 
The thing was unprecedented, 
and I felt that the admiral deserves all 
the honor that the people are disposed 
to give him. 
One of the first things he said to me 
was: “ I ve been walking the deck wea­ 
rying night after night. 
You can do 
that now. ” 
Ile told me that the Ger­ 
mans had behaved very nastily and that 
Aguinaldo was beginning to show the 
cloven hoof 
The coming of the troops 
was a great relief to his mind. When I 
left the islands on the 29th of Angust. 
Admiral Dewey was in good health, tu­ 
be was all the time I was there. 
He 
was quite hearty, and there was n* 
sign of the breaking down which was 
rumored in the United States. 
He told 
me that he wanted to stay. 
I wouldn’t 
like to say that he was afraid of being 
lionized, but he is a modest man. 
He 
is the man for the place, and his stay­ 
ing is certainly a good thing for th* 
nation. 
What his ideas are in regard to the 
Philippines is pretty well shown by his 
dispatch to the war department, which 
has been very widely published. There 
cannot be any doubt as to the impor­ 
tance of the islands to the maintenance 
of a commanding position in the Pacific 
and eastern Asia. 
They would be very 
important to any power that held them 
as a coaling station and base of sup 
plies.—Major General Wesley Merritt 
in Independent.

At last we get from Apia a summary 
if the supreme court"s decision in tin* 
dection dispute that caused so much 
excitement and bloodshed, lb** ground 
for declaring Mataafa disqualified as a 
candidate for tin* throne was that at 
the Berlin conference, when the choice 
of a king wa* under consideration, Bis­ 
marck insisted that Mataafa should not 
be eligible, because bis troops were 
guilty of outrages on the dead aud 
wounded German sailors whom he de­ 
feated. and tIm* British representative 
conceded this exception to be fair. Tin- 
chief j u s t i c e ruled that this was a per­ 
manent d isq u alificatio n . and tiler* fore 
that th** w»t**s for Mataafa m u s t be 
thrown tint. a l t h o u g h they were a large 
m a j o r i t y of tho se cast. 
It must b** said, however, that no 
such disqualification appears iii th** 
treaty of I HHH.

The queer feature of the controversy, 
in short, is that while the supreme 
court was basing its decision against 
Mataafa on a German objection to him 
expressed in 1880, to which the United 
States and Great Britain then deferred, 
the official representative of Germany 
at Apia was proceeding on the ground 
that his government did not oppose him 
in 1898, but would regard him as the 
lawfully elected king. 
It seems to us, however, that this 
very fact suggests a possible solution of 
the difficulty. 
If Germany never in­ 
tended the permanent ineligibility of 
Mataafa, the other two powers, which I 
recognized it in I*>89 out of courtesy to | 
her. may not insist upon it now.

At last we get from Apia a summ ary 
ff the supreme court’s decision in the 
Section dispute that caused so much 
excitement and bloodshed. The ground 
for declaring Mataafa disqualified as a 
candidate for the throne was that at 
the Berlin conference, when the choice 
of a king wa* under consideration, Bis­ 
marck insisted that M ataafa should not 
be eligible, because hi* troops were 
guilty of outrages on the dead and 
wounded German sailors whom he de­ 
feated, and the British representative 
conceded fbi* exception to be fair. The 
chief justice rule*! that this was a per­ 
manent disqualification, and then fore 
that the *.te* for Mataafa m ust be 
thrown out, although they were a large 
majority of those cast. 
It must be* said, however, that no 
such disqualification appears in th** 
treaty of 1889. 
Article I of that docu­ 
ment, as ratified by the senate early 
the following year, declares that “ th** 
three powers recognize the independ­ 
ence of the Samoan government and 
the free right of the natives to elect 
their king or chief and choose their 
form of government according to their 
ow n lawj and customs."

For a month past we have expected 
this battle. 
The insurgents on the east 
front of Manila and across the Estero 
Concordia, a creek that empties into 
tho i’asig. have been in close contact 
with tho outposts of our brigade, and 
univ the most positive orders have pre­ 
vented an earlier conflict, for the tem­ 
per of our men has been sorely tried by 
their aggressions. 
Up to midnight of Saturday, Feb. 4. 
nut a shot had been fired on my front, 
although there had been some touch and 
go work all the earlier evening across 
the Pasig. 
Not until 2:4<> o ’clock Sun­ 
day morning, Feb. 5, did the insurgents 
open fir** on the First brigade of the 
Fir.-t division. At th at moment my line 
extended from Blockhouse No. 12, on 
the extreme right, along the Estero 
Concordia to the Pasig river at the vil-

church at Jerusalem. 
It was founded

nourished and Built up by missionaries, 
and in the providence of (iud it became 
the starting point from which proceeded 
the great missionary movements by 
which the heathen world was brought 
to the foot of the cross, by which wo 
ourselves know of God and salvation 
through Christ. 
This church may therefore be looked 
upon, in a peculiar sense, as a mission­ 
ary church, urn! by studying it we may 
learn what u missionary church should 
be. 
Every church should be a mission­ 
ary church, aud every Christian E n­ 
deavour should strive to make his 
church one. L**t us, therefore, study the 
characteristics of this world renowned 
missionary church and try to make our 
churches like it. 
I. I ii** church ut Antioch was a well 
ititormed church. It had “ prophets and 
teachers.” The prophets ‘‘were under 
the ecstatic influence of the Holy Ghost. 
The teachers were expounders of Chris­ 
tian truth under the teaching of thp 
Spitit. ” By such eminent prophets and 1 
teachers as Antioch possessed it is easy 
for us to believe that they were not 
only informed as to their personal aud 
local needs, but also of the need of the 
world for tho gospel. We cannot imag­ 
ine Barnabas and Baul neglecting the 
cause of heathendom. 
A church that 
aspiree to be a missionary church must

Knowledge creates an interest 
aud inspires with a desire to help in 
the work of evangelizing the world. It 
is the lack of information that causes 
many churches to be indifferent to m is­ 
sions.

Ghost without hesitation aud without 
complaint. 
The Holy Ghost requested , 
that Baul and Barnabas be separated fur 
a special work. They fasted ami prayed 
and laid their hands upon them "and 
sent them aw ay.” The task assigned to 
the missionaries was tremendous. 
The 
difficulties must 
have seemed insur­ 


mountable, yet they obeyed at once 
yet they went, poor, unpracticed and 
unarmed, and in spite of all obstacles 
succeeded. Au obedient church must be 
a missionary church. 
The command of 
the Master is to send the gospel to every 
creature in the world. The church that 
fails to do its share of the work is a 
disobedieut church. 
4. The Miureh at Antioch was a self 
denying 
church. 
Some people may 
think it govt* nothing to missions. How 
mistaken they are! They gave a gift 
that must have been a great sacrifice, 
that must have cost much self denial on 
their part. They gave Baul aud Barna­ 
bas! What church would want to deny 
itself of such workers as these? It would 
certainly cost more than to give money 
to the cause of missions.
